Though,, McTear’s long 
training preparations to 
race on the Montreal tartan 
surface was daunted, he, 
his parents and eight 
brothers and sisters are 
still running the race of 
their lives ina poverty- 
stricken area called north- 
west Florida. 

Enter ‘‘the people’s 
champion" himself, a 
wotld-record holder in his 
own right-scoring another 
knockout in the continuing 
battle’ against. oppression 
in such a way that even the 
quick-lipped Howard Co- 
sell couldn't adequately 
describe the action.

student at Cleveland East 
Tech, , Owens. shattered 
many national and state 
records in running the 
dashes and hurdling.

Owens had his biggest 
day at the Big Ten track 
meet at Anrv Arbor, Mich., 
in May, 1936. He set three 
world’s records and tied a 
fourth one. He set world 
records in the 220 yard 
dash with a time of 20.3, 
220 yard low hurdles 22.6, 
and jumped 26 feet, 8 1/4 
inches in the broad jump. 

The broad jump (now 
called long jump) record 
stood for 25 years until 
Ralph Boston of 
Tennessee State. broke, it 
with a.leap of 26 feet, 11

signing the name “Cassius 
Clay” on crinkled note- 
book . , Matchbooks, 
and dollar bills. 

And now the games are 
over; with Ali leaving his 
moral presence on the 
politically shadowed com- 
petition in the interest of 
brotherly love. The US 
boxing team proved they 
didn't need Ali's services 
in the ring, while the track 
team wished they had 
McTear's for the famed 
straightway sprint. 

Neediess to say, both Ali 
and McTear attained “met- 
tles’’ without monetary 
value and without working 
up a sweat. 

What's more their 
medais have not mere 
been gold-painted and will 
mean more than athletic 
memories. Undoubtedly, 
the McTear Family has 
been stung with a potion of 
symbolic love by the but- 
terfly-floating Ali. And 
McTear will never receive 
another medal worth more.

In the 1936 Olympic 
games in Berlin, Germany, 
Hitler's super-duper track 
stars failed to prove to the 
world they were superior to 
black athletes... Owens 
gained world wide 
attention when he w@n the 
100 meter, 200 meter, the 
broad jump and was a 
member of the winning 
U.S. 400 meter relay team. 
For his efforts he brought 
home four gold medals. 

To add insult to injury, 
Owens gave the Fuehrer 
and his arrogant Nazi 
regime something to 
remember because he 
accomplished these feats 
in Berlin. 

When Owens returned to 
Columbus...after. the 
Olympics, he was met at 
the Union Station by the 
Governor and escorted 
down High St. for a big 
rally and welcoming 
ceremonies at the state 
house. 

Two other outstanding 
black athletes on the 
Buckeyes’ track team with 
Owens were Dave 
Albritton, high high school 
teammate, and Mel Walker. 
Both of these men were 
outstanding high jumpers. 
Albritton set several high 
jump records and was a 
member of the 1936 
Olympics team. 

The Chicago Savoy Big 
Five, a professional 
basketball team, came to 
Columbus in the early 30's 
and were defeated by the 
Leaders AC at the Godman 
Guild, 

They were so impressed 
by the performance of the 
Leaders’ William (Plunk) 
Ford and the late George 
(Jake) , Young, they left 


town with them. Ford and 
Young had been 
teammates at Everett 
Junior Hiah and Central. 
After a season with the 
Savoy Big Fivem Ford 
joined the Harlem Glove- 
trotters and Young went off 
the college. Ford was a 
member of the Glove- 
trotters along with Reece 
(Goose) Tatum and 
Marquis Haynes, one of the 
greatest .basketbail driv- 
blers of all times. 
Ford was’ on 
Globetrotters when 
won the World's 
Professional Basketball 
Tounament in Chicago in 
1940. The New York 
Renaissance. another 
outstanding — professional 
black basketball team, won 
the tournament in 1939.

Ford ended his career 
with the Globetrotters in 
1942. Walter (Bear) Dunn, 
another outstanding player 
at Central, played with the

was again the source of 
another outstanding 
athlete -who was heiping to 
make Columbus the sports 
capital of: America. Capt. 
Ralph Hammond, ak 
transplanted’ New_ Yorker, 
led the Buckéyes to their 
first Big Ten outdoor track 
championship on May 17, 
1942. * 

Hammond won the 100 
yard dash and the 220 to 
help the Bucks to their first. 
title. Ohio also won its first 
Big 10 indoor track crown 
that year. 

During his track career 
at OSU, Ralph's. fastest 
time in the century was a 
9.5 in a dual meet with 
Michigan. He ran a9 6ina 
triangular meet at 


- Bloomington, -ind. He can 


also boast of a victory in 
the 100 at the Drake 
Relays. 

One of the trainers on 
the 1942 Buckeye track 
squad was Oscar 
Cunningham. Oscar was 
an._outstanding athlete — 
during his playing days. He 
is now a trainer at the 
Salesian Boys Club. 

Professional baseball 
came to Columbus in 1921 
Andrew (Rube) Foster, who 
could be called the Father 
of the Negro National 
League, extended “a 
franchise to the Columbus 
nine. 

The Buckeyes finished 
sixth in the eight team 
league behind the Chicago 
American Giants, Kansas 
City Monarchs, St. Louis 
Giants, Detroit Stars and 
the Indianapolis ABCs. 
Cincinnati (Cuban Stars) 
and Chicago Giants were 
below the Buckeyes. 

The season record for 
the Buckeyes was 24-38. 
Games were played at Neil 
Park when the Columbus 
Senators of the American 
Association were out of 
town. Three of the popular 
stars with the Buckeyes 
were big Red Eile, Ciinton 
(Clint) Thomas and John 
Henry Lloyd. The Buckeyes 
faded away after the 21 
season 

The depression years 
were hard on the Negro 
National League but the 
Columbus Turf took a 
crack at it in 1932 and the 
Columbus Blue Birds in 
1933.

Women Family Heads 


and Poverty 


One of the big problems facing 
egroes in the United States, is the con- 
Hantly growing number of families 
aded by women. . 
{ Because of the vicious practice of race 
Arejudice and discrimination, Negro. men 
have, until recently, not done well in the 
jg@b market. Domestic work kept many of 

f women in jobs no matter how menial. 

$ the breadwinner,.the responsibility of 
the home fell on them 

To add to this, marriage and divorce, 
legal and non-legal, left many women 
with children, no choice but to become 
family. providers. ’ 

Then came Aid for Dependent children 
and other government relief programs. It 
then became easier for fathers to take 
leave of their home responsibilities. The 
laxities of our courts more than aided 
and abetted them. 

All of these conditions have resulted in 
one out of three families headed by a 
women, living at or below the poverty 
level. By contrast, says the government, 
only one out of eighteen families headed 
by a man; lives at or below the poverty 
leyel. 

Women heading their own families are 
younger now than earlier periods. This 
younger average age is directly related to 
the increased number of divorced and 

Single (never married) women with 


all the strikes against it.

Many of 
these families had a total income of less 
than $6,000. Among nonfarm families 
headed by women, the poverty level in 
1974 was $5,014 for a four-person family. 
Also, the number of children living in 
families headed by women has _risen. 
sharply. 

Since Negroes are more adversely af- 
fected by these conditions, there is a 
crying need for Negro leadership to 
recognize these problems and do some- 
thing about them. 

The social and economic problems 
connected with these women headed 
families, adversely affect all of us, 
therefore, they become the concern of all 
of us. 


in trying to find solutions to the plight 
of these women, the Black church could, 
if it would, play an important role.

Something finally--developed to get 
smiling Jimmy Carter off the front pages 
and boob tubes around the nation, the ar 
ka cautious, calm and collected 
Republicans are engaged in a typical 
Democratic-type dog fight over the selec- 
tion of a standard bearer in the November 
presidential sweepstakes.

Towards A New 
Bill of Rights 


Most of the freedoms we enjoy can be traced to tne 
first ten amendments of the Constitution — the Bill of 
Rights. - 

he hallowed rights to free speech, freedom of 
religion, press and assembly, protection against un- 
warranted police powers, rights of accused persons, the 
right to a jury trial, and other cornerstones of our free- 
dom are to found there. 

It Is.not to disparage those rights, which are still rare 
in other parts of the world, to suggest that the time has 
come for extending other rights to all Ameridans, rights 
that are as important and as vital to the continuation of 
democracy. 

It's time to start thinking about a new bill of rights that 
deals with the economic rights of man and with the 
human rights to the basic components of life. 

Some of those rights would be: 

: The right to jobs. Every person able to work ought to 
have the right to a decent job at a decent wage if he 
wants one. We learned in thé civil rights movement that 
the right to check Into a hotelis worthless without the 
right to earn enough money to-check. out of the hotel. 

:‘The right to economic security, which could take the 
form of a fair and just income maintenance system to 
enable those in need to live in dignity. 

‘The right to education and training all young people 
should have to prepare them for productive lives. 

‘The right to health, a right that could be accom- 
plished through a national health policy that assures 
each citizen access to quality health facilities regardiess ° 
of an individual's ability to pay, race, or geographic 
location. ; 

Other rights we ought to be dealingzwith are the rights 
of cities to survive, the rights of families to be kept 
together and .not broken apart by social and economic 
pressures, the right to decent housing for all, the right to 
enjoy safe communities free from fear, and the right to 
representation. and full. participation in the political 
process. ‘4

The striking 
thing is that so many black 
criminals, engaged in high 
crimes such as bank 
robbings and _ store 
holdups are being caught. 

There was a time when 
white people saw only 
_ black when looking at 
” colored men, Now they see 
features -- maybe. 

It-is: true that. blame tor. 
crimes is often laid to an 
ethnic group, but high 
crimes have become so 
‘prevalent. that slandering 
the biack people is not so 
important as stopping the 
crimes. People are beginn- 
ing to recognize features 
and describe ctothing 
which. enables the police 
to get their men.

Ma- 
son related that “the facts 
alone” indicate the reason 
for possible legal action. 
“In 1975, $61 million 
came into the city and was 
allocated to contractors-on 
various projects. Of that 
sum, only $201,000 went to 
minority contractors.”

He added that the city 
cut off the funds for 
MNTLC last December and 
gave those funds to the 
Columbus Business Center 
and the Columbus Black 
Business Coalition - two 
companies he contends 
are ‘‘ghost corporations.” 

Mason, in. continuing his 
allegations, fingered Jim 
Black, HUD's~ Equal 


‘Employment Officer (EEO), 


as being directly respon- 
sible for not contacting 
him. prior to any meetings 
oCdncerning bids submitted 
by sub-contractors. 

He recalled a July 1975 
general meeting on 
preliminary contract 
Proposals as the last 
confab he attended. Since 
then, Mason stated, there 
have been six or seven 
meetings which. included 
HUD and NDC officials, Fry 
Construction _representa- 
tives,«and prospective 
contract: bidders. 

Black -and HUD'’s EEO 
director, Bob Brown, 
refuted Mason's charges 
when contacted by The 
CALL & POST.’ Brown 
said HUD had no partici- 
pation in those meetings 
whatsover. Brown noted 
that HUD's role in the pro- 
ject was “‘to act as 
watchdog" in order to 
assure that the prime 
contractor did implement 
minority contractor's 
participation, 
Meanwhile, Black, in 
backing up his director, 


quoted figures stating that} 


the project's Phase | 
construction will include 
seven minority sub- 
contractors from . around 
the state, with a Monroe, 
O., contractor being the 
closest picked from the 
Columbus area. . Brown 
was quick to point out that 
Fry Construction Co. as 
the prime contractor, is in 
charge of picking its sub- 
contractors and presum- 
ably selects contractors 
who have done good work 
for them in the past. 

He also stressed that 
there is no law on record 
which states that minority 
contractors must work on 
the project, only that the 
prime contractor must 
solicit bids from minorities 
in compliance with affirma- 
tive action rules. Brown 
reasoned that NDC, in 
charge of spearheacing 
community input, is 
apparently responsible for 
contacting local minority 
bidders. to meet with the 
general contractor over bid 
proposals. 

“We have accepted that 
responsibility of contacting 
prime and sub contrac- 
tors,”. Potter said in his 
defense when contacted 
by phone. ‘‘However, | 
know of no. official 
capacity under which he 
(Mason) serves.” 

Potter, while obviously 
referring to the city’s 1976 
budget cut of funds to 

NTLC, mentioned that he 
has met with both Mason 
and MNTLC Executive Dir. 
Thomas Phillips several 
times in his office, but not 
on an official capacity 
regarding the project. 

“| don't plan on recogniz- 
ing or meeting with them 
officially until it is-defined 
as to just who Mason 
represents. | know of no 
official capacity for Phillips 
since there is no more 
Model Cities.” 

Mason had earlier 
admitted a longstanding 
dispute between himself 
and Potter, calling NDC a 
“thorn in the side” for 
giving seed monies to 
white-fronted groups, but 
turning down his group’s 
monetary request to 
refurbish brick dwellings. 

Potter denied the 
existence of such a clash, 
but stated that he would 
not be bullied by MNTLC 
or any other group. 

In the meantime, John 
Pauley, Fry Construction 
Co. president, shied away 
from the fingerpointing by 
stating that he “does not 
believe in it because it 
does not solve anything.” 
Pauley did, however, verify 
HUD's figure of an approxi- 
mate 14 per cent of 
minority participation 
scheduled to work on the 
project. 

According to Mason and 
HUD officials, 25 per cent 
of the project's dollar value 
had been earmarked for 
minority sub-contractors, 
Potter had detailed earlier 
that the project's current 
16 per cent of the total 
work force would shoot up 
to 30 per cent minority 
Participation during the 
course. of construction: 


Mason countered that 


Potter was looking at the 
number of individual 
workers rather than con- 
tractors.
